Jlr James Taylor, Mayor of Cromwell, 
in(i a candblate for re-election to that office, ad- 
dressed a crowded meeting of ratepayers and 
tiers at the Town Hall last evening. Mr Ool- 
‘clouvb occupied the chair. The candidate 
at considerable length on the question of 
iirater-supply, and stoutly maiiitaiiied tlie supe- 
riority of the scheme recommended by the Pub- 
lic li’orks Committee and adopted by the 
CmiDcil. We much regret that the shortness of 
(the interval between Mr Taylor’s meeting and 
Eile hour of our publication precludes our giving 
ercD a coudeiiscd report of the candidate’s 
ipeech on tbe occasion, more especially as a full 
report of the other candidate's address appears in 
'oiir present issue. Mr Taylor g.ave an account of 
the doings of the Mayoral Conference recently 
helii ill lliiuedin ; explained the way in which 
the Jeuoiir ilispute was settled ; and touched 
upon the defects of the existing mail service he- 
tifecii Diiiiudiii and Cromwell. He coiigratu- 
hteJ the townspeople on having secured a re- 
cr«ition ground of sixty acres on the bes t part of 
tlo Flat ; and stated that the reserve in Mel- 
niore-tcrrace would shortly be vested in the Cor- 
poration. On the question of commonage, he 
cspresscil the opinion that tlie people were thein- 
sdves to hlaine for not having secured land bir 
that purpiiise long ago. In conolusioii, he miglit 
siy that he had not put himself about to canvass 
for support at the approaching election; but if 
jaiii returned as Mayor, he should feel very 
proud at the confidence reposed in him by his 
ftUoiv- townsmen.

Lost in the Snow. 

(From the Oreeley Tribune.) 

Tuesday, the 23rd day of January, 1872, 
will long be remembered by the pieople of 
Northern Colorado. Siiowcoveredthegroimd, 
yet the weather wms pleasant, and the moun- 
tains stood out grandly in the sunlight. 

On the afternoon of this day, Jeremiah 
Fisk left the Higley coal-mine with a load of 
coal for his home in Greely. A little after 
four o'clock he heard a noise like the roaring 
of a great ivatersiiout. Instinctively he 
turned towards the mountains ; they were 
calm and beautiful as in the morning ; but 
northward, where the black hills rise from 
the plains, he saw a vast wall of cloud ap- 
jiroaching with the sjieed of a whirlwind. 

Tlie roaring increased. The frozen tidal 
wave touched the foot-hills, and chased the 
sunbeams from the mountains like an ava- 
lanche. The horses rushed forward in terror, 
.and a second later they ivcre in darkness, tlie 
storm sweeping over them with resistless 
fury. Snow, finer than tlie finest Hour, filled 
the air, so that it was impossible to see a 
hundred feet in any direction. 

Fisk wrapped a buffalo robe around Ills 
neck and siioulders, and urged the trembling 
horses on, bnt they could not keep the road, 
and in a short time the plain was as trackless 
as the sea. After the horses had left the 
beaten way they could scarcely walk, and it 
was not long before they refused to move. 
The darkness increased. No time must be 
lost. The traces were unhitclied, and niount- 
I ing the strongest horse, Fisk attempted to 
I urge him forward, but he would not go. 

I Tlien he led them for a time, but finding tliiit 
it reipiircd all his strongtii to keep the buffalo 
robe from blowing away, lie left the team, 
and pushed on before the wind, for the wind 
was Ilia only compass. The storm increased 
in violence every moment, and it soon became 
dark and intensely cold. In many places 
the snow was deoji, and more tliaii twenty 
times the strong man was hurled into tlie 
drifts, so terrible wa.s the storm. 

By eight o’clock, the mercury stood at ten 
degrees below zero. The snow blew from all 
lioints of the conqiass, :uid pioiietrated every 
stitch of his clothing that ivas not protected 
by the huff.ilo robe. He knew tliat several 
liouses were near, bnt how could he find a 
single one of them, when on that very night 
the engineers on the railroad were unable to 
find the water-tank at Pierce Station in the 
darkness 1 

The man knew that death was on his trail. 
His strength was failing rapidly, and the 
cold increasing with the fury of tlie storm. 
All his garments were frozen stiff, and his 
eyelashes coated witli ice. It seems that he 
crossed the Cache la Pondre river a few linn- 
died feet below Boyd’s Riuiche ; hiit lie lias 
oul}' a faint recolloctimi of stumbling down a 
hank, and of dreaming tliat he might possibly 
he near a bouse. He felt that his time had 
aliniist come. To go on was madness, yet he 
could not stop, cxcejit to lirusli aw'ay the 
frozen tears, for a wife with her habes is 
waiting and praying, not three miles away 
from his sinking heart. 

Hu managed to walk an hour longer, when 
a dizziness came on, and bis brain reeled like 
the storm. Then he liegaii digging a liole in 
the deepest drift he could find. It svas like 
digging his own grave, for ho knew not how 
soon he might fall from e.xli.anstioii. After 
working a long time the ground was reached, 
and then, drawing the robe over liis head, lie 
j waited for the snow to bury him. Tlie wind 
did its work well, and in an horn- eigliteeii 
inches of snow covered his roof of fur. 

Never did a man long to sloe]) iii<.n-e than 
he, Imt ho knew that if ho closed hi.s eyes, it 
would bo for ever. He fought with his 
senses like Bunyan’s Pilgrim, and ke[it awake. 
Biiniing pains sliot tlirongli his swollen limbs, 
.and liis legs crampe'd as if on the r.ick, ami 
finally soiiietliiiig like nettles prickled in liis 
hoots. Thun he knew that his feat were 
freezing. AVas he to die after all the hours 
of agony ? No, he would keep his muscles 
moving, and he did so long after his toes 
were frozen stiff. 

Horn' after hour this man from the green 
mountains fought with doath, while snmvy 
billows were roiling above his Iiead. Atday- 
ligUt he crawled out. Houses wore near. 
Thou he staggered and fell ; got iqi again, 
and dragged his frozen limbs towa'sls the 
limits of Ihc town. After walking an lumr, 
he reached Coojier’s Raiiche— (the smmner 
residence of our town clerk) — and jmslied in 
the back door. Anot.licr hour was consumed 
ill making a fire. Some uiatchos, a ifiecc of 
candle, and an old broad a.xc were found. 
Then ho molted snow in a jiail, and thawed 
his frozen feet. He also found dry clothing, 
and a jiair of cavalry boots. 

Although coiiqiletely exhausted, he started 
for Greeley, a distance of two miles. Tlie 
iiierciiry was eighteen degrees below zero, 
and it took him an hour to walk a single 
mile. Often he thought he would fall to the 
gionnd. Tile houses seemed to siiin round 
as lie jiasscil them, and familiar streets, in 
whicli ho saw children pkaylng the day before, 
wei-e but the landmai'ks of a dream. 

At last he reached his father’s gate, and 
staggered to the door. Then there was a 
rush and a scream, and tlic next inst;iiit a 
black and bloated face was lying on a wo- 
man’s breast. 



The Eoper Country. 

(From tlie MMounte Aiyun.) 

The following interesting description of the 
country at and beyond the Roper River, i i 
tlie direction of Port Darwin, is from an au- 
thentic source : — 

“ The Roper is on the western side of tlie 
Gulf of Car]»eiitaria. It empties into tlm 
Gulf at Siimmms Bight, in lat. 11 deg. 45 
secs. S. It is navigable for ships drawing 
12ft. of ivater for ninety miles from the 
mouth. A bar stoiis the navigation at this 
point, but a smaller craft, launched above 
the bar, could proceed up a long way. Just 
below the bar, a river, named the Hodgson, 
conie.s in from the south ; ive sailed ilj) this 
about two miles, and eoiild not proceed fur- 
tlier for timber ovevliaiiging the river. At 
the same place another river named tlie 
Wilson comes in from the north. AVe did 
not go It]) it, but it looks a line river. Al'o 
establisliod a depot at the junction of the 
Hodgson and the Roper ; named it Todd’s 
Bluff. Plenty of fish and game, decent tim- 
ber, and plenty of vegetation. No hot 
winds, and the north-west trades mu into 
the bight, and up the valley of the Ro]ier 
and other rivei-s like a funnel nine iiiontlis of 
the year ; and I consider this the most 
healtliy situation in the whole tuvritovy, 
Saw largo masses of quartz like snow-drifts ; 
the slate or saml.stoiie, or whatever it may 
be, seems all laid Hat upon each other, like 
stones built into .a wall ; in fact, it does not 
look to have beefi disturbed at all. By the 
sea route, the mouth of the lio[)er is about 
700 miles to the south-east of Port Darwin, 
and it is about 300 miles overland as the emw 
flies to the port town — Palmerston — of Port 
Darwin, from Todd’s Bluff. From Palmer- 
ston to South Port, at the head of the south- 
east arm of port Darwin, is twenty-eight 
miles, and from South Port to the Tumbling 
Waters, six mites. Tiie tide comes iq> to 
South Port, but the 'J'nmbliiig AAkrtens is ]ier- 
maneiit fresh water. Game is not so jileiiti- 
t'lil at tiie Port as at the Roper, Did not .sue 
any gold, but believe Air Darweiit’s iiarty 
got an ounce and a half in two days on the 
Katlierine, or in its neigliboiirliood. The 
Katherine i.s a largo river, crossed by the 
t.'lcgf.iph line at about 120 miles nortU-wesl. 
of Toiid’s Bluff, and has never liceii exi'hircd 
a mile iioi-tli or south of the wires. Iti s.mive 
and its escape are botli unknown. Tiie oimii- 
tiy is good, and game abundant. I beiiovc 
this wiil be the best sitiutioii, together wiih 
the head of the Ropur, for gold mining. The 
river crossing (idaco I) at the Katherine is 
about 130 miles from South Port. Tiie na- 
tives are not troublesome. The dry season 
is from April to December.” 

The large river the Katherine, alluded to 
above, is su[i]>osed to be one of tlic two large 
rivers believed to fall, the one into Blue Jliid 
Bay, and tlie other into the bay near the 
AVesse] Islands, at the extreme iiuitli-ivest 
point of the Gulf of Oarjmiitavia. Piivate 
iiifonnatioii has also been received to the 
effect tliat several ounces of gold froai tlie 
liead of the Kojier River have been .sent to 
Adelaide for assay. It is re]iortud to be 
tolerably ]nire, ami wortli about £3 Bis. ]itv 
ounce. ’I'iie finders of the ]irccimi5 metal 
liave forwarded glowing accounts of tlieir 
discoveries to their friends in Adelaide and 
ill this Ciilony, and i!.vjiros.s their conviction 
that the Northern 'i'evritoiy will ultimately 
jirove a “great goldfield.”

Now 
Lieiiteiiiini Crawford and Captain Stoke'-s 
eiimo lip 1 tiiey, too, were tlreil at ; the won- 
der is how they esca]>ed. Colniicl Williams, 
too, liml a ooii;de of shots ]ias,5 inqileasaiitly 
no ir Ids liead, bnt whether they were aimed 
at him is not known. ( kiptain Stokes turneil 
oat the quarter guard, ivlio charged tlie iniir- 
dover in a bndy. He ran from the nllicer.5' 
quarters towards the ration stand, elosely 
imrsncd bv a sergcmit. Getting into a slied, 
he cxjieiided his la.sl cartridge in blowing Ids 
own brains out. Colonel AA'illjams was 
almost too mneli afi’ected to be able to give 
tiie orders for tbe dismissal of the regiment 
from ]iarade. Lientenant Muni'n was buried 
on tlie evening of the 17tb. the day on which 
he met Ids death. Captain Laurie died at 
lialf-jiast 3 nil the same dav.
